East Indian Sportinsr Sketches.—No. 25. 

There are sometimes tragio-comic phases in a sports¬ 
man’s lifd which are trying, provoking and sad. A 
small newspaper paragraph recalled to mind an inci¬ 
dent that took place many years ago out in India, 
when I first Joined my regiment. J, myself, had no 
port in it, but it will interest those of my readers who 
have taken an interest in the changes and chances of 
a sportsman's life in the sunny East. 

Some men arc bom sportsmen, others become sports¬ 
men by force of circumstances; a large majority are 
not sportsmen, because they neither were born such 
nor were they thrown among circumstances tending 
to develop this faculty of their being; a small minority 
are not sportsmen, because, nor birth, nor circumstan¬ 
ces could make them such. Of this small minority 

was B-. He could not shoot a bam were it on the 

wing, nor even hit a squatting haycock—not because he 
had not had many and average fair chances to acquit 
himself well in this direction, but simply because na¬ 
ture denied him the correct use of a gun. He could 
not ride—if by riding is meant the graceful mastery of 
a horse—for it was a matter of indifference to him 
whether he be-straddled a broken-winded, knock- 
kneed hack or a full-blooded daintily pacing Arab. 
Horse flesh had no charms for him beyond the advan¬ 
tage it gave him of sparing his legs. He could not run, 
swim, jump, play billiards, racquets, cards, or 
even croquet, yet be had every facility 
of becoming efficient in all these. In fact, 
he was a sporting nonentity; a man that gener¬ 
ally undertook some one or other of all these amuse¬ 
ments, but could never arrive even at a decent state of 
inefficiency at anything save pistol shooting. At this 
last he had struggled into mediocrity, and would now 

and then crack a bottle at twenty yards. 8- was 

quite another sort of man. He was a sportsman of the 
thorough school, could shoot, ride, fish, swim, jump, 
ran, or what-not with the best man going, and was en¬ 
thusiastic over his sports. But beyond these sports he 
was a marvelous pistol shot, being able to hit anything 
anyhow, seemingly without aiming or even looking at 
his target. Some of his feats were wonderful; he would 
place an ordinary ace of hearts card twenty yards off, 
and, with Dean & Adams or Tranter revolver, put all 
five shots into the pip without cutting its edge;he could 
break the stem of a wine glass at 80 yards, and in fact 
do anything in tall shooting that was required of him. 
One feat that I have witnessed was to shoot crows, 
through the head whilst lying on his bed and not mov¬ 
ing more than the muzzle of the pistol off the table by 
its side; this plan he bad to adopt to kill the crows 
which were a nuisance and so cunning that they would 
be off if he attempted to move his band from the table. 
Owing to this skill, and I suppose for no other reason, 

® was drawn towards T-, whom he used to pes¬ 
ter on many occasions. T-, however, was a good 

hearted old fellew, and stood it all like a martyr, and 
on one occasion, when he was going out snipe shooting, 

actually let B-accompany him, though he felt sure 

that hla fellowship would bo disastrous to good sport. 
Early in the "wee sma’" hours T. was up and partak¬ 


ing of his breakfast when B. appeared, clad in nonde¬ 
script garb, but with never a gun. T.’s heart expand¬ 
ed at the relieved prospect of affairs, and rejoiced that 
no wild and “random gun" should disturb the long bills 
till he could give them his “right and left." 

A bullock gharie (coach) rattled them along at six 
miles an hour till they came to the back-water—a ba¬ 
you from the sea; ui>on this they embarked in a canoe, 
which took them to their shooting grounds. All the 
morning T. had had admirable sport, dropping his neat 
singles and rights and lefts in masterly style, till the 
sun overhead announced the witching hour of tiffin, so 
they halted under a grove of cocoanut trees, and dis¬ 
cussed sandwiehes, cold fowl, pigeon pie, bottled beer, 
and washed all down with the ever present “peg” of 
brandy and sodawater. Of course this generous feed 
called for a further halt and a snooze. 

Soon, however, T. was again at work, but not so 
steadily as heretofore, missing here one and there one; 
at last he missed one that crossed close past B., who of 
a sudden pulled out his revolver and blazed at the bird 
just as it was topping a mud bank. He missed the bird 
of course, but the evil fates had placed a coolie im¬ 
mediately behind the bank whence he popped up like a 
jack in the box to receive the ball through the brain. 

B-turned pale, and T- let out one mild and 

elegant expletive, then they gazed at each other. But 
they were not long left so standing, for the wild wail¬ 
ings of the dead man’s companion soon attracted some 

of his fellows. Upon this, T-voted a move for 

their boat, which was not far off, but the enfuriated 
villagers at once gave chase. At first they managed to 
keep them back, but just as they reached their boat 
the mob rushed in, and in a twinkling, boat, boatmen, 
British officers and all were prisoners in the hands of 
the natives.

It was fortunate f6r them that 
they got off with their lives, for the Moplobs of Mala¬ 
bar, are a fierce, powerful and turbulent people, which 
by law carry no arms or weapons, save the long un¬ 
sheathed knife which they need in their daily labor

The Sainbur and the Antelopes. 

The snmbur or rusa deer (rasa uristotelis), found in 
t most of the large jungles surrounding the hill ranges 
, throughout India, is considerably larger than the 
Scotch red deer, and more powerfully built. A full- 
S'’«>w,u stag averages from 1.5 to 18 hands hands at the 
; shoulder, and his hindquarters are as well-iihaped as 
those of a high caste Arab, w hereas the Scotch red deer 
geoerHilv falls ofl low behind, and is more or less cal- 
bammed. The head is beautifully formed, the fore¬ 
head being broad and massive, while the line of the 
. face is straight and the muzzle very fine. The eyes ore 
very large and beautiful, being fringed with long black 
eye lashes, and the sub-orbital sinus—which is very 
conspicuous—expands greatly when the animal is ex¬ 
cited. The horns of the sambur vary very much in 
their development, according to the district in which 
they arc found, some being long and slender, while 
others are massive and short. The horns are upright 
having two short brow antlers only, and at three years 
old two points at the extremity of each beam. Some¬ 
times the inner and sometimes the outer tine of the 
terminal fork will be found the longer; and occasion¬ 
ally, but rarely, three tines are seen at the beam. The 
horns of a mature stag average 35 inches in length from 
base to tip, having a circumference of 11 inches around 
the burr at the base, and 8 inches at the thinnest part 
of the beam; but s.ime antlers greatly exceed these di¬ 
mensions. The color vanes slightly, but is 
is usually of very dark slate mingled with gray, nearly 
black about the face and points, and light bull between 
the haunches and underneath. The hair immediately 
next to the jaw is longer than on any other part of the 
neck, and when the animal is alanned or excited it 
stands on end and forms a kind of rufl, sometimes 
called the mane. The hinds are smaller than the stags 
and of a light color; and both sexes haye canine teeth 
m the upper jaw. 

Old stags, during the rutting season, in October and 
November, arc extremely vicious, and may be heard 
all over the forest, calling to each other. When they 
meet they engage in savage conflicts, sparring with 
their fore feet and butting each other with thmr ant¬ 
lers, like the American deer. 

Among the widely extended family of deer, the tribe 
of the antelopes is especially worthy of attention. The 
name is generally considered to be synonymous with 
grace and beauty, but the race is so varied by climate 
and locality that some of its members resemble the 
horse in size, and the goat in configuration, while 
others are wild and untamable. The sable antelope for 
instance, has horns throe feet long; it is exceedingly 
handsome, being quite black ou the back and sides 
and white on the belly. The gemsbok is a very fierce 
animal, defying even the African lion to combat; and 
the gnu (called mldebee$l by the Dutch settlers of the 
Cape of Qooii Hope, its native place,) has the appear¬ 
ance and gait of a horse. The largest antelope is the 
nil ghau, which much resembles an ox; and closely 
allied to It is the beautiful eland, which has been do¬ 
mesticated at Jloor Park, England, and is a very hand¬ 
some creature in the fields. It fattens well and is 
most excellent beef. The smallest antelope is the 
iiiadoqua {antilopea aaltrara) the most diminutive of 
horned animals, scarcely larger than a rabbit. 

But for beauty, the gazelles must be allowed to carry 
off the palm. This genus varies in ditTcrent countries, 
tho.se of Egypt and Asia being well-known for their 
gentle docility. They are the favorite domestic ani¬ 
mals among most oriental nations. Their eyes are 
mild and lustrous; “brightly bold and beautifully 
shy," as Byron well describes them. The brown Indi¬ 
an antelope is one of the tallest of the genus, and re¬ 
markable for its ftcetness. Its legs are finely formed 
and exceedingly muscular, and the body has no super¬ 
fluous weight on it; and it is very strong in the lumber 
regions and the hind legs. There is little doubt that 
many species of antelope could be domesticated in 
this country. In summer they would be sure to thrive.

Breaking Old Do^. 

Tlie sporUm^kn who attempts to correct the conflrmed 
faults of a mature dog will soon discover that be has uu- 
dertaken no easy task. Many men at the outstart of their 
starting, purchase old dogs, from the idea that these 
will give them less trouble than young ones. This is a 
great mistake, and we strongly urge any inexperienced 
sportsmen to essay the training of an intelligent young¬ 
ster, even from the first lessons, rather than attempt to 
handle a dog whose years of wilfulness have taught 
him cunning and obstinate persistence in his own way, 
for we are convinced that by so doing the trainer will 
find his daily work easier ; he will acquire more of the 
art of breaking, and in the end will possess a far bet¬ 
ter dog than any remodeled animal can be. It seldom 
pays even a thoroughly experienced breaker to train an 
old dog. Animals, like men, have a point of age be¬ 
yond which the acquisition of knowledge comes very 
hard, or is practically impossible in any great degree; 
hence dogs broken late in life seldom attain to any 
perfection, and if they are not valuable stock animals 
they had butter be passed over altogether. It often 
happens, however, that through neglect, or by passing 
into the hands of an inexperienced master, aaog which 
has been well broken will be led to presume and take 
up tricks which destroy bis usefulness. Such misde¬ 
meanors may be corrected if properly attacked, and 
the object of the jtresont article is to point out the most 
common faults and their cure. 

First of all comes the tendency to grow wild or head¬ 
strong from lack of work or proper control. This, if 
not corrected, results in utter indifierence to orders, a 
heedless pace that prevents the dog getting scent till 
so close to bis birds that be flushes them involuntarily, 
and ultimately to an abandonment of any attempt to 
point. As wiih young dogs so with old ones, the check 
cord is the breaker’s right-band. If persisted in, its 
use will compel the most headstrong animal to assume 
a moderate pace and to obey orders, but many men 
very reasonably object to being twitched along by a 
strong hot-headed brute, so we must look for some 
contrivance by which the dog will punish himself with- 
ont trouble to his master. To affect this it is customary 
to fasten a weighted collar round the dog’s neck, which 
by tiring him will compel him to go slow. This, how¬ 
ever, fails to work a permanent cure, as the dog when 
rested and free from the weight, is as wild as ever, 
Equally futile in stubborn cases is the practice of ty¬ 
ing one fore-fool up to the collar, or passing a tight 
band round the leg above the hock. These may conquer 
adog of little courage, if they do not injure him by caus¬ 
ing a bad full, or severe strain of tbe muscles from the 
unusual exertion; but for a dog of confirmed wildness, 
next to the chock cord comes the twinging bar. This 
is a round bur about eighteen inches long, and of 
weight suitable to tbe strength and disposition of the 
dog. A cord is passed through holes in the end, and 
this is fastened to the collar ring, so as to allow tbe bar 
to hang against the fore-legs, taking care that it is nut 
low enough for the dog to put his feet over it in his gal¬ 
lop. Mow the faster he goes tbe more be will punish 
himself by the banging of the bar against bis legs, ft 
may be that he will sulk and refuse to move. In this 
case go away from him, and be will soon follow when 
he finds he is left. Patience will be needed, for a cure 
will not be wrought in a dog, and even after the dog 
seems conquered, it will be necessary for the sportsman 
to carry the bar with him to the field, and put it on 
promptly if tbe dog attempts to resume his old ways. 
We have never known this to tail, and have by its use 
broken some of the wildest brutes we ever saw. Where 
a dog has a combination of faults, so that it is neces¬ 
sary for the trainer to get hold of bim and control bis 
motions, a check cord about twenty yards long, with a 
half pound weight at the end, allowed to trail on the 
ground, will prove of more general benefit than any 
other contrivance. 

Shot breaking, that is rushing in as soon as tbe gun is 
fired, is one of the most common faults. 'This may be 
induced by tbe impatience of the sportsman himself, 
who in his fear of losing a wounded bird sends his dog 
to bring without making him charge. Shot breakers 
have greatly increased in number since breech loaders 
have come into general use, too many sportsmen 
push on immediately and load as they go. 'Tbia will 
in a short time make a shot-breaker of tbe most 
steady charger. If tbe onfy damage caused by shot 
breaking was a mere offense against tbe rules of break¬ 
ing, the fault would be venial, but on the contrary it is 
immediately productive of the worst results. 
When a bevy is lying close, a dog that 

rushes in on the shot will very frequently 

Qusb birds while the gun is unprepared for 
them. No matter how expeditiously a man may load, 
a swift flying quail or chicken is almost sure to escape 
him if he shoots over a shot breaker. Worse too, than 
this, we have never seen a shot breaker that did not, in 
lime, become a conflrmed chaser, running birds at 
light In expectation of retrieving one, whether the gun 
has been tired or not. We have seen many devices 
tried to break a dog of this fault. Some sportsmen 
shoot their dogs for it, but we venture to say where one 
is thus cured, twenty are materially injured if not 
ruined. Tbe check corde and tpikt collar is tbe only 
means wo know of to work a complete cure. To make 
the best form of spike collar we take wooden 
balls about an inch in diameter, cut a flat slit through 
the centre of each so as to string them upon a strap. 
The flat slit will prevent the balls turning, which is 
highly necessary, as we want to regulate the degree of 
punishment as the dog improves. On one side of the 
balls Insert short bits of wjre, so that tbe ends will 
project from a quarter to half an inch, according to the 
thickness of tbe dog's skin. It is very important that 
the wires are not long enough to more than prick the 
skin shparly, or they may injure the dog’s thro.il for 


life. At the ends of the strap put rings, one large 
enough for tbe other to pass through, so that if neces¬ 
sary the collar may be drawn tight enough to choke 
the dog. A bar should, however, be fixed to tbe strap 
of tbe smaller ring, so that if desired the choking may 
be very slight. This can be arranged by holes punched 
through the leather as if fur a buckle. Put the collar 
on the dog, fastening to it a check cord of about twenty 
yards long. A second collar should also be put on in 
front of the spike collar, and to this a piece of common 
twine should be fastened, tbe other end being made 
fast to the loop in the check cord. Tbe object of this 
is to drag the cord without allowing it to pull on the 
spike collar, except when by a jerk from the trainer tbe 
twine is broken and the spikes brought into play. 
When tbe dog comes to a point the sportsman should 
pick up the cord and with plenty of slack flush bis birds. 
He baa better not shoot at first, unless bis dog will not 
break shot until a bird falls. In either case tbe 
moment the dog starts, mve the command at which he 
has been taught to charge, sharply, and if not 
obeyed, repeat it ns the dog approaches tbe end of the 
cord, and at tbe same instant by a strong jerk, break 
the twine and give the dog the spikes. With an ob¬ 
stinate shot breaker we dispense with tbe stop bar, 
and give the dog the full benefit of the 
spikes, and choking at the same time. A 
very few lessons, generally, does the work. 
Then as the dog begins to heed tbe com¬ 
mand, we turn the collar so that the sides of the balls, 
without spikes, are next to the neck. If properly han¬ 
dled, no shot breaker that ever lived will resist a spike 
collar long—yet while it gives him a lesson he never 
forgets, it does not cow or permanently injure him. 

Biting birds in retrieving is a very bad fault. It 
conies from improper instruction, or from a young dog 
being allowed to go after a wounded bird unaccom¬ 
panied by his master, who could check his over eager 
attempts to catch it, or from shot breaking, where the 
dog dashes roughly in upon bis bird and drives his 
teeth into it as he snatches it up. The remedy is to 
run wires through a bird so that they will lie just under 
the feathers, and in making tbe dog retrieve this, in 
place of the bird just kiliccl. If the dog has not been 
taught to know that' he mutt retrieve at command, 
this may break him of retrieving at allj but in any ca.se 
a bird cut to pieces by a dog’s teeth is worthless, so 
there is but little lost any way. Some dogs will bite 
wounded birds and not dead ones. Such should not be 
allowed to retrieve a wounded bird at all for a time, 
and then should bo accompanied by the master, who 
should caution them sharply if they attempt to close 
their teeth upon tbe fluttering victim.

pense, found them just the reverse. It is a great re¬ 
gret with me, after reading “ Shamrock’s" letter, that 
our lot in tbe dog line should not have been cast to¬ 
gether, as, had it been, I should have been many dol¬ 
lars richer to-day—not only in that which I should have 
saved in repeated failures with tbe natives, but also in 
the expense I incurred in importing, in order to get 
that which I failed to find at home. But chacun a ton 
gout. 

What strikes me, however, as the most remarkable 
thing, is the following remark, that “our westeru 
sportsmen are ready for the trial in the field at any 
time.” This leads me to the jiertinent remark, whj^ 
if “Shamrock” and his friends were so ready to meet 
the imported dogs in the field, they were not at Mem¬ 
phis, when the opportunity they are now so anxious 
for could have been so easily had.

—An Indiana man picked up a wild cat in his barn 
in place of an afgban. He detected the difference in 
the millionth part of a second. 

—There is a bullfrog farm in Southeastern Wiscon¬ 
sin, thirty acres of swamp fenced in, and the proprie¬ 
tor sends thousands of these featherless birds to New 
York. 

—Mr. Shields, of the county of which Muscatine is 
the seat, captured a white quail the other day—one of 
tbe rarest specimens of game ever heard of in that 
section. 

—The experiment is to be made of propagating os¬ 
triches in California, for which a menagerie proprietor 
has bought 100 of the birds, which he will locate 15 
miles from San Francisco. 

—J. A. Whitacre, of Colorado Springs, Col., encoun¬ 
tered a herd of thirty bison, the other day, on the 
Pike's Peak trail, a short distance above Manitou, and 
killed six fine fellows inside of eight minutes. 

—A hunter in Sonoma county. Cal., brought down 
three deer with a single shot one day last month. The 
charge was buckshot, and was intended for a doe, 
but two fawns that stood-by her side were also killed. 

—The method of procuring fresh water from sea¬ 
water through the direct action of the sun’s rays, is 
among the recent foreign discoveries lo which we have 
before referred. The process is slow but sure, provided 
there is a sun; and if tbe contrivance were also kept on 
shipboard, it could easily be carried, in case of a dis¬ 
aster in any boat or float, and distil water to supply all 
persons on board.

All game leaving my establishment are arranged with 
a sufficient number of shot of a suitable description. 
Trusting for the favor of an order, believe me, etc.” 
In a postscript to the circular it is added that arrange¬ 
ments can be made by which gentlemen who do not go 
out of town may be given tbe appearance of having 
been at /a chaise (the chase) by a special process en¬ 
tirely tbe invention of the advertiser. Boots and dogs 
can be splashed in a most etficient and natural manner, 
guns carefully soiled as if they hud been discharged 
many times, and clothes dusted and dirtied with the 
best effect. 

—The following mode of capturing hyenas in their 
dens, as practiced in Afghanistan, is given by Arthur 
Connolly in his “Overland Journey," in the words of 
an Afgban chief, the Shikaree Syud Dauud; “When 
you have iruekcd the beast lo his den you take a rope 
with two slip-knots upon it in your right band, and 
with your left bolding u felt cloak before you, you go 
boldly but quietly in. The animal does nut know the 
nature of tbe danger, and therefore retires to tbe back 
of bis den, but you may always tell where his bead is 
by the glare of his eyes. You keep moving on gradu¬ 
ally towards him on your knees, and when you are 
within distance, throw the cloak over his bead, close 
with him, and take care be does not free himself. The 
beast is so frightened that be cowers back, and though 
be may bite the felt, he cannot turn bis neck round to 
hurt you, BO you quietly feel for his fore legs, slip the 
knot over them, and then, with one strong pull, draw 
them ti^l up to the back of his neck, and tic them 
there. The beast is now your own, and you can do 
what you iike with him. We generally lake those we 
catch home lo tbe krall, and hunt them on the plain 
with bridles in their mouth, that our dogs may be 
taught not to fear the brutes when they meet them 
wild.

THB SDCCESa OK THE ARTIBT8 OF THE MOSICU BCHOOI., CIOUI 
and the rttOGRESS OF A CHtCAOO FAINTER. J 

So lit lie attention bas been paid by the arllsta of the 
West to the appropriate representation of the domestic 5 
animals, that a horse or cattle picture is generally a 
mere travesty upon both art and nature. Yet some of 
the greatest of the modern painters have attained a T( 
world-wide reputation for the strength of character and j 
grace of form with which they invest the groups of the j j,, 
favorites of the farm. Among the German painters 
the Munich school has attained great popularity, aud 
such men as Vollz, Braun and Mali are constunlly send- 
ing forth paintings which receive the highest praise, j 
not only in the exhibitions through the German empire, 
but especially in the art circles of England, which em- 
brace many of the most enthusiastic patrons of 
these gifted painters. Many will remember the uii- t 
usually line cattle pictures by Voltz, which Gov. Mor- 
gan generously loaned to last year’s Exposition; but this -j 
same school is liberally represented in Chicago by the pjg 
collection of European paintings, maintained by Jir. hjc 
lligbwood, with an unswerving faith in the ullinmle bril 
success of Chicago as a great center of true art. The i 
gifted Piloty brothers, the eminent Dcfregger, and a 
few men of unusually high fame in Munich, have not 
yet furnished examples of their talent. But Mr. High- 
wood has already achieved so much in mutually ed- py* 
ucaling Chicago patrons in regard to the excellence of 
the best German art and the distant artists with respect fpg 
to the ultimate supremacy of the Mississippi valley, ( 
that it will not be long before the elaborate historical gu| 
painters will feel compelled to afford Chicago a view of ( 

ibeir best efforts. of 

In the soft light of the Highwood gallery, the true g,. 
lover of art must stop before the beautiful work of jpg 
nerrinan Storfer, whose ‘‘Hall at the Inu bas the ^ 
pleasiug accessories of an old German house, and the 
soft lines of a distant landscape with the central objects jj, 
of interest consisting of a group of horses. Their well fg] 
rounded forms are in a happy play of light, which tb, 
glances along the side of the gray horse, and forms n gp 
pleasing combination. The horseman will not find here „„ 
any of the angular positions which disfigure so many pj 
pictures, but there is a pleasing arch of the neck and 
the curving lines of light conform to the position in gt 
which the animals appear to the best advantage, gj 
Neither is the arrangement a happy coincidence, but to 
the Munich artists have made the composition of groups 
a life-loD" study, so as to secure the fine results which gt 
once in a great while naturally occur in the move- 
ments of all animals. 

In the tigure pieces of the collection, there is ahappy & 
introduction of animals, such as that of the girl at¬ 
tended by a sheep and goat, by Van der Venne, who 
has such an established reputation for the combination 
of human and animal figures. Nothing could be finer j, 
than the action of the pet kid, reaching up for a morsel 
of food, and the natural texture of the hairy skin. ^ 
Thus, too, Gvunenwald groups easily together the chick- ^ 
ens in the back yard with the diversity of positions j 
which fowls will always assume, and R. Braun con- j 
tributes a little painting of a white Arabian stallion, ^ 
from the famous stock farm of the King of Wurtem- ^ 
berg shown loose in the green pasture, neighing and j 
trotting to meet a sorrel and dark bay, which are ea- ^ 
gerly coming forward. The picture is full of spirit in ^ 
the action of the horse, the piercing eye, the dilated j 
nostrils and opened mouth, and has been painted with ^ 
a bold handling; the sky in the background is low in ^ 
tone, in strata of gray and blue tints. , 

The rough and tumble of dog life is fully understood 
by Schmitzberger, who shows two mischievous puppies, 
daring the approach of any intruder, and glorying m 
their sport, which bas consisted of dragging a wax doll 
upon the floor. The little plump bodies seem to shake 
with delight, and the chubby heaps beam with intelli¬ 
gent looks.

Gaiiib In the Rocky Mountains. 

A letter from Cache valley, in the Wasatch moun¬ 
tains, says ; "Game and fish abound in the moun- 
tivins’and valleys, and it is no uncommon thing to see 
the boys and young men returning from the neighbor¬ 
ing brooks with long strings of mountain trout. They 
were formerly caught in great numbers in traps, for the 
Salt Lake and Virginia City markets, but Ihe Latter- 
Day SiiiulB pul a slop to this wholesale destruction of 
the finny tribe, by imposing a heavy flue on all who 
were caught trapping. Bear, black tail deer and 
iiartridgc in the mountnlns, and prairie chickens, sage 
bens and all kind of water fowl may be found in the 
valley, at all seasons of the year. Bear and deer are 
not so plentiful as formerly, but may still be found in 
tbc mountains, and sometimes, when the snow falls 
very deep in the mountains, they are compelled to come 
down to the valleys. 

The bear stories that arc told by the early settlers of 
Ibis valley arc marvelous. They will tell you how, in 
an early day, “a band of grizzlies came down into the 
valley aud carried off John Sharp's two-year-old boy and 
a large hog, besides devouring several pigs on the spot!" 
How John Sharp followed them, and with one stroke of 
his ax, severed Ihe juglar vein of the old bear, and then 
fell to and killed her little cubs, by literally chopping 
them to pieces. It was here I hat old man Reid trapped 
22 grizzlies in one winter, and men sold the oil to Salt 
Lake merchants for $27 a gallon for lubricating pur¬ 
poses, there being no other suitable oil in the country. 
A score of men have been killed or severely wounded 
in cncouulcrs with these kings of the Rocky Mountains 
since its settlement. In the early settlement of this 
country, the grizzlies came down into Ihe valleys in 
great numbers and attacked cattle, sheep and hogs, and 
destroyed them by wholesale; but of laic years they sel¬ 
dom leave their mountain fastnesses; consequently, 
1 arc not so destructive to life and properly as they used 
to be. __ 


The “Sninll Hope.s ” Fraud. ] 

A great fraud on the trolling turf has been that of | 
the brown gelding Small Hopes, who has been trotting j 
throughout Iowa. Nebraska, and other sections of the , 
West, under different names and in purses for which 1 
he WM not eligible. This horse was bred by Air. John 
Minchin, of Goshen, Orange County, N. Y., and was by 
Ilambletonian out of a mare by Flying Cloud.' He sold 
him to J. C. Deyo, of Jackson, Mich., for $5,000, and, 
when the latter was expelled by the Board of Appeals 
last spring for fraudulent transactions on the turf, his 
son, Floyd Deyo, entered Small Hopes in several purses 
at 'Toledo, 0., in which he won first and second moneys. 

For thus allowing his name to be used in the entering 

of a horse that was ineligible in purses, Floyd Deyo 
and Small Hopes were expelled. Young Deyo appeal¬ 
ed to the Board, and claimed that he owned the horse 
absolutely himself, and that his father had no interest 
whatever in him; but the Board positively declined to 
rescind their sentence of expulsion. Floyd Deyo then 
resolved to set the Board at defiance, and trot his horse 
regardless of eligibility, and he did so; for, under the 
naihe of Lolhair he trotted all through the West, going 

for everything, from a 3.16 purse down, and scooping 

in the purses at fairs in every direction. Not until it 
was too late, and the purses paid over to the horse’s 
owner, was it discovered that Lothair was the notori¬ 
ous Small Hopes, with a record low down in the twen¬ 
ties Only as late as Saturday, Nov. 13, was he again 
expelled at Mystic Park, Boston, for having attempted 
to trot in a race there under the new alias of West- 
’ brook, his present manager, Charles F. Hussey, of Great 

' Falls, being also expelled at the same time. Next sca-

Considered in itseif, this is s beautiful phrase. It 
drops from the tongue with a musiuui alliteration that 
fixes it on the ear. The bringing together of the unit 
of distance and the. unit of time fixes it on the mind. 
There is such an clement of completeness about it, 
that when once heard it is not easily forgotten. For 
about a hundred, and fifty years the legend has prevail¬ 
ed that “Flying Childers ran a mile a minute.” Where- 
ever the Kagiish language has been spoken this story 
has been told; wherever told it has been believed—not 
because it was true or false, but because there was per¬ 
fection in the legend. And through all the generations, 
from 1721 till the present, whatever a horse lacked of 
running a mile a minute, he lacked so much of per¬ 
fection as a race-horse. It is true that to horsemen 
who think, the legend, with all its musical alliteration 
and mathematiciu completeness, is simply a transpa¬ 
rent and absurd impossibility. But, unfortunately, 
moat men who are culled horsemen never think, and a 
good number of those who assume to teach, even in 
this department of knowledge, are just as likely to suy 
Flying Childers ran a mile in a minute us that he did 
not. No wonder, then, that the masses so uuiversidly 
and pertinaciously hold to Ihis absurditv, and no 
wonder the question comes so often, “ Uid Flying 
Childers run a mile in a minute?" 

Sometimes the names gel mixed, and the feat is at¬ 
tributed to Engli.sb Eclipse, and there is a serious and 
learned discussion of the question, but not one of the 
oracles bos the least possible doubt that it was one 
horse or the other. It will certainly be curious and 
possibly interesting to even our best-informed horse¬ 
men to know just how a pure fiction originated, that 
has been so universally known and believed for a hun¬ 
dred and fifty years. 

In the fiinl volume of Pick'* Turf Regi$ter, pub¬ 
lished at York, England, in 1803, we find the following 
entry relating to Flying Childers : 

“.\bout the year 1?21, Childers run a trial against 
Almanzor and the Duke of Rutland's Brown Betty, 
carrying 9 stone 2 pounds (128 lbs.) over the Round 
Course at Newmarket, in six minutes and forty sec¬ 
onds; and it was thought that be moved eigbty-lw o feet 
and a half in a second of time, which is nearly at the 
rate of a mile in a minute, a degree of velocity which 
no horse has ever been known to e.xcecd.” 

Here is the origin of the famous legend “a mile in a 
minute." “ It was thought that he moved 82 j feet in a 
second.” Now, if he covered 82} feet in a second, he 
would only lack 110 yards of a mile in a miouie. Rut 
how many feet did he cover in a second without any 
“it is thought" about it ? It is by no means probable 
that he ran over the Round Course in Om. 40s.; but, for 
the argument, we will concede he did. Hick gives the 
length of the Round Course-in u fuol-nole us 3 miles 6 
furlongs 93 yards. “Stonehenge,” in describing the 
same event, gives the length ns 3 miles 4 furlongs 93 
yards. RutTs “Guide to the Turf " gives the length as 
3 miles 4 furlongs 139 yards. Our American autbori-* 
ties have generally given it as 3 miles 4 furlongs 187 
yards. As all the other authorities agree on the 4 fur- 
lonBS, and' as “Stonehenge” agrees with Ho-k in (he 
yards, we think it may be taken as conclu.-ive that the 
iength of the course ut the time of this trial was 3 
miles 4 furlongs 93 yards, ns “Stonehenge'' gives it. 

Now, the question is very plain. If he covcM-ed 3 
miles 4 furlongs 93 yards in 6m. 40s., how much did hr 
cover in one second? If our arithmetic U right, he 
covered forty-six feel and nbout nine-tenths of n biot 
in a second of time, and not, as our English forefathers 
“thought," eighty-two feet and a half m a second. It 
is almost a pity to knock over this famous legeud that 
has lived so long and enabled so many to uppunr wise 
above their fellows; but this is a utilitariun age, ami 
we scrutinize figures more closely than they did three 
or four generations ago. 

When stripped of all its fancy and brought down in 
the naked fact, instead of running a mile in a minute it 
required a minute and a fraction over fifty-two sec¬ 
onds to go that distance. By extending the distance to 
even four miles, we get a comparison with our Amcri- 
r,un horses that will enable us to comprehend the mat¬ 
ter more clearly. 

In 1721, Flying Childers ran four miles in 7:301. 

In 187-4, Fellowcraft ran four miles in 7:191. 

We have made this comparison thoroughly, believ¬ 
ing it is unfair for Fellowcraft, although he "is alami 
eleven Seconds ahead. There is no dependence wb:il 
ever to be placed in the time of early English races, 
and not much in the later ones, for they have no otlicial 
timers. 'The traditions we have of the wonderful per¬ 
formances of the horses of two centuries ago, and 
many of them much less than that, are largcfy com¬ 
posed of moonshine; and if they come down to us in a 
Book, or as an inscription on an old picture or ans i liing 
ctso that is tangible, we are very ant to gulp tben'i down 
without so much os a wry face. Recently a very intel¬ 
ligent gentlemen, who is a prominent and infiueiitiai 
minister of the Gospel, came acro^ a picture nl u fine 
looking horse painted in England in 1802. On tliis pic¬ 
ture was a record of his blo^, and some of his perfor- 
raaoces, the first of which was that In 1802, then four 
years old, be trotted a mile in 2:30! Thenc.xl w as, that 
when following the bounds, his rider wcigliiug 168 lbs., 
he cleared a paling fence seven and a half feet high, 
without changing uis stroke or checking bis speed in 
the least when he landed! Like all men of good sense, 
our Clerical friend loves a horse, and knows a good one 
when he sees him. It was natural he should be attrac¬ 
ted by the picture, but tbe inscriptions on it earned 
him clear away. To say nothing of the jump, here 
was proof (?) positive of a four-year old colt trotting in 
2:30 as early os 18021 It is a pity to spoil the interest 
of the picture, and it appears like downright ciueity to 
subject our friend's .enthusiasm to a shower-bath; but 
both the trot and jump are close akin to “a mile a min¬ 
ute," and there is no truth In any of them.”— Wallace't 
Monthly. 


The CallforDia Four-]llt]e>Heat Race. 

In commenting upon the postponement of tbe San 
Francisco four-milc-heat race, that was to be run under 
the auspices of the Pacific Jockey Club, the New York 
World says :' 

“ That they should carry the race over beyond the 
first fair day shows that the whole affair is a speculation. 
But, of course, ns tbe horses entered have no other en- 
gagcnicuts this year thejr must simply “wait until any 
other date that the Pacific Jockey Club may ace fit to 
postpone tbe race to. It is noi out of place to say 
that any postponement from the day fixed for the race 
is wrong. Some few years ago put'ting a race over for 
u day or two worked no one any injury. Rut now it is 
very difl'erent, and for the American Jockey Club or 
Monmouth Park or the Sarajoga associations, to post¬ 
pone, even for a day, is an injury to racing as a whole. 
For even with the season extending from May to 
November there is not any too much lime to run off ail 
the fixtures now arranged, and which are steadily in¬ 
creasing, Certainly, willi VVa-shingion, Philadelphia 
and Newport added to the Eastern meetings next year, 
there muot be no postpoui'iiicnt fur bad weather. 
What is fair for one must be fair for another. No one 
would riortainly expect a post|)oaement of tbe £|isom 
Derby or Doncaster St, Lcgcr. The first has been run 
in a sanv> storm, and the latter in a rain-stoiui which 
obscured tbe contestants from the public until they 
were finally struggling for the finish. There can be no 
denial that American associuiioua depend entirely U|)on 
gate-money for added mouey, purses, and other ex 
penses, and that the American public, like the French, 
are entimly subject to the weather, which has been 
brought about by tbe fact that if the weather only 
threatens it is almost useless to take the trouble to ' go 
to the races,' they are sure to be posipoiicd. It is to 
be .hoped that when the American Jockey Club discuss 
the amcnament of their rules in the matter of weights 
they will also discuss tbe projiriety of abolishing post¬ 
ponements. While considering schemes of reforms 
and matters looking to the general interest of the 
.\iiierican turf, it would be well if the American Jockey 
Club would take into consideration the prejudice to 
those interests caused by the unnecessary prolongation 
of the fall meeting at Jerome Park. Races that might 
be run in one week are spread out so as to occupy three 
weeks, including the fraetion of one. In this way time 
is taken up that is needed by the owners to get their 
stables comfortably fi.xcd in Baltimore in time for the 
meeting at Pimlico. Tbe races at Baltimore will be 
followed hereafter, in allqwbabilitj', by races in the 
vicinity of Wasbininglon, and neither of these meet- 
ing.s can he )iostponed, on account of the lateness of 
the .season. The American Jockey Club, it desirous of 
accommudating the Baltimore and Washington public, 
and at the same time furthering the general interests of 
turfmen, could accomplish those objects by bold¬ 
ing their meeting two weeks earlier, or by curtailing its 
duration. 

“ In Ibis same connection it may be remarked that 
tbe early opening of tbe campaign at Jerome Park 
scarcely gives time for more than one meeting south of 
New Yiirk. Jerome Park, Long Branch, Saratoga are 
all so accessible from New York that all arc virtually 
New York courses, and their fixtures commence so 
early, extend so lute, and are so spread out over the 
summer that it looks us if the design were to give the 
New Yorkers a continuous .season of racing rather than 
an interrupted succession of race mceiings. This 
would all be very well if it did not interfere with other 
communities and tend to the iuconveuienee and )ircju- 
dicc of tbe owners of horses who desire, to attend other 
meetings than tho.se in the environs of New York. 

“Thisseason the racing commenced at Jerome Park 
on the 5th of J une, and continued there and at Long 
Branch and Saratoga until the 8ih of October. 
These three essential New York .lockej- Clubs, Iberc- 
I'oio, monopolized over four months of the racing 
season. They cannot fail to see the propriety of be¬ 
ginning a little later in the spring, and closing a little 
earlier in the fall. A month apiece is all the lime they 
ought to claim._^ _ 


Molly Long’s Dam. 

The arrival of this famous blue-grass brood marc, her 
yciirling filly and weanling coll, at tbe private stables 
of Mr. A. B. Darling, of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New 
York, was the signal for the gathering of a goodly 
number of fine-stock admirers. The trio came fresh 
from the rich pastures of the Etige Hill Farm, George¬ 
town, Ky., where the mare was placed about two 
years ago, by Mr. Jobn W. Conley, for the purpose of 
being bred to the rapidly rising young sire Almunt, 
then in charge of the post of honor at Col. West's 
great establishment. The reasoning was good. For if 
a Btalliuu of Mambrino Champion's rale could get so 
ood a one us the capital four-year old performer, 
lollie Long, who signalized her advent ui)ou tbe trot¬ 
ting turf by defeating Queen Lyde and Maggie Main, at 
Lexington, in 1872, iWe straight heats, in the easiest 
manner imaginable, in 33,‘'’4, and 33t-.i, what 

would her union witn Almont result in ? Molly Long 
is certainly a rare good one, for her spirited owner, Mr. 
Jay Gould, not long since, stated, within the hearing of 
a number of well-known turfmen, that he would not 
sell her for double the amount she cost him, and it is 
pretty well understood that she realized over if',000. 

The blood history of tbe dam of Mollic L. is shrouded 
in mystery, but her gamey, resolute-looking bend and 
general formation are indicative of good breeding. 
She is a bright bay, about 15.3 in height, standing over 
a deal of ground. She was brought to Kenluckj' from 
Ohio, and IS now in her thirteenth year. Ourchoiccof 
the youngsters is tbe cult, an exceedingly band.somuly- 
formed and well-furnished one, bay in color and cut 
after a pattern that is certain to wear. His bead is 
aniail and remarkably pretty, the car is long, thin and 
well placed, and the eye stands out like an Arab's ; the 
neck-piece is finely crested and elegantly set upon a 
sloping shoulder ; the back s noticeably short, and the 


display of muscle work over the loin formed an arch of 
great strength. He is well-ribbed home, and, consider¬ 
ing tbe shortness of bis back, he is very long under¬ 
neath. His legs are short and flat, upon which he 
moves as upon springs, and straight us an arrow. The 
Ally has many admirers, and a prominent feature about 
her is the height of tbe rump part, which exceeds that 
of the withers by half an inch. The dam is in foal to 
Mambrino Pateben and will be bred in the spring to 
Kentucky Prince, the son of Clark Chief.— Turf, 
F. <t F. 


Thrush —How to Cure. —First cleanse the parts 
well with a strong ley made by dissolving one-quarter 
of a pound of Bal-souii in six quarts of boiling water ; 
when sutflcieiuly cool, wash out thoroughly with this 
Icy and remove all foreign bodies between the clefts of 
the frogs. After the parts have been well dried, ap¬ 
ply, by means of tow or cotton, an ointment composed 
of nitrate of mercury, one drachm; zinc ointment, one 
ounce; creosote, four drops; mix these well together, 
and saturate tbe low or cotton, either of the two which 
is the most conveniently ut hand, and which mu.st be 
pressed into the bottom of the cleft of the frogs, 
where it can be easily retained b 3 ’ a piece of hoop iron 
a sufilcient length to catch the bar of cither shoe aliout 
one-half inch on cither side between the sole and liar. 
This will be found an etflcacious remedy in thrush. 


—A coiTCspondcnt of the Country Qeviltman gives 
the following remedy for a horse pawing his bedding 
out of bis stall: I have broken several horses uf this 
habit by buckling a strap around each fore leg. above 
the fetlock, and fastening the legs ti^ctber with a strap 
from eight inches to one foot long. Take up Ibis strap, 
or let out, according to his behavior; keep it on him, 
when in the barn, for a month or so, and he will forget 
that be can i>aw. 

Another for pulling oft' tbe bailer is also given : 
Horses which pull at their batters will find the habit 
inconvenient it the Y'ork plan is followed. Put the 
middle of a small rope under the tail, cross the ends 
on the buck of the horse and tie them in front of his 
breast. Put the halter strap through the hole or ring 
In the m.m^r and tie it to this rope in tbe centre of the 
breast. iVhcn the horse pulls, half Ihc weight comes 
on the tail, and he soon abandons tbe habit. 


Aquatic Siiggcstion.s. 

They have started an association for the puposc of 
codifying yacht-racing rules across the jiond, intending 
if possible, to secure unifomrity in time allowance, 
measurement, etc., and to sit as judge and Jury in case 
of [irolesls and disputes—good in its way. But licfore 
proceeding any further, let them first settle, once for all, 
the Thames rule of nieusurmcnt. We moan, let tliem 
wipe it out of existence without delay. This rule is a 
greater drawback to the development of a healthy model 
and genuine racing than trunsutlanlic amateurs imag¬ 
ine. Until depth is taken into account, or, rather, un¬ 
til the true size is assigned to a yacht, instead of, as at 
present, a purely fictitious one, no race in English 
waters can be considered as a fair lest of merit or 
model, but must be viewed in the light of purely a jock- 
ei'ingexperiment—builders trying to outdoeacb other ia 
the attempt to cheat in size, and pa-ss off a big yacht as 
a little one whenever she comes to the line. 'lake any 
English cutter j'ou may, calculate her actual .size, and 
match bur aguiust a light displacemeut craft, similarly 
I measured, and you may depend upon it the miserable 
lead-mine will be left far astern ; it is only in accord 
with well known principles of naval architecture to 
make Ibis assertion. Handicap the siiudl hulled ship 
by rating her double her size, and permit the heavy 
craft to hoist her racing pennant ut one-half her actual 
tonnage, and then, indeed, the result may be doubtful. 
It is this pernicious Thaiites Rule which permits just 
such a state of uflairs, und it is remarkable that, though 
its errors and almost fatal partiality (fatal to broad and 
light displacement cruft), have so often been brought 
before the yachting public, it has studiously adhered 
to this ancient rule, fur no other reason than fur the 
sake of their grandfathers, with a persistency anything 
but credit;Lble to its in.sighl or its knowledge of elemen¬ 
tary naval architecture aud common school inalbcmal- 
ics. The continued existence of the Thames Rule of 
^leasuremcnt is an ugly blot upon tbe bright escutcheon 
of British yachtsmen. Let the new association wipe 
it out, if they wish to earn the gratitude of future 
yachting generations. 


Not Quite Prepared. 

A short time ago, with a flourish of Iruntpels, it was 
announced that there would be a grand international 
match on the programme at Nice, Italy, during the 
coming Spring, for which the fabulous sum of $'20,1100 
in gold bud been set aside. Is was hinted that some of 
the most famous clippers of Great Britain and America 
would probably put in an appearance at the starling 
line, and interest was rife on this side of tbe Atlantic 
concerning the number of miles grand old Sappho 
would walk away from the English ballast lioxes. It 
now appears that, for some reason or other, the match 
is off, postponed fora year. So much the belter for 
Johuny Bull, whose flag would, undoubtedly, again 
have been lowered to our American schooners. With 
a hidden feeling of relief, tbe Field announces the 
fact, and hopes that instead of Ihc intended match at 
Nice, there may be one from Cowes to Nice, starting in 
January, adding, that such a race would quite eclipse 
our own great ocean match of 1866, which it mildly 
calls a “ freak." It was ever thus—our 
cousin Bull cannot bear to sec himself out¬ 
stripped upon the briny deep, and the Vesta- 
Fleelving-llenrielta race is a sore thorn in his 
side. But until british yacht men can show .something 
to beat that race in the way of daring, spirit, success 
and speed, it comes ill froiu them to belittle what they 
have not as yet surpassed or even ctiualled.

Inter-Collegiate Boat Race. A£ 

Eastern boating circles are at present considerably hu 
agitated about the continuance of the inter-collegiate mi 
regatta in its initial form. It is argued that the vast ihi 
majority of those who go to see the race see nothing mi 
more than a fleeting medley of flashing oars and esi 
swayingibacks, and are unable to know anything about to 
the conclusion of the race till after it is over. Also 
that there are too many entries, that there are risks of re 
fouls and collisions, that it spoils the e.\cilcmcnt when K. 
a decided tail is seen. And further, that there is a , Pi 
difficulty in arranging courses for so many competitors, tu 
in starting them simultaneously, and also in naui- ge 
ing the winner in a close race. Looking dispassion- la 
utely at the sum total of these arguments, we can make pi 
simply nought out of it, but a senseless attempt to m 
work a change, and perhaps an eflort to increase the L 
receipts of Saratoga hotels, who would be benefited by ft 
the prolonged stay of those who go thither to take part ei 
in and witness the races. The preliminary heats could h 
not be rowed on the day of the final heat, and the sec- a 
ond boat of the ultimate winners first beat, would feel ti 
Very much agrieved at not having a chance of being ^ 
second in the race. Of all the crowds that have gone , >i 
to see the O.xford and Cambridge boat race, or the tl 
Derby—of the 80,000 who lately witnessed the race for | u 
tho Melbourne Cup in Auslralia—of the 50,000 who li 
lately saw the finish between Wild Idle and Grinstead 
in the four mile dash race at San Francisco-how a 
many actually knew which was the winner of the race c 
until the numbers were hoisted on the telegraph board ? 

Was it a moiety or even ten per cent.? Certainly not; 

it is the lot of a few-of a very few only—beyond the 
judge himself, to tell the winner of any race, though j 
not a close one. If a man is on the winning line and 
looking directly along, he can tell, but if he bo before 
or behind he gets the boats at an angle and may think, 
either, that the winner has won by a good deal, or that ' 
he has lost, according to bis position before or behind 
the winning post. The individual members of a large 
crowd can only e.vpcct to obtain individual correct 
glimpses of any race they go to witness. What do 
ninety-nine hundredths of those who go to see the 
inter-’Varsity race, see of it? Just one passing gleam 
of the swaying forms and two long gliding boats that 
fleet past, and are absolutely no more seen. Yet they 
have seen the race, and cheer the winner none the less 
heartily because they did not actually see him go first 
pass the post. 

The question of to# many entries is certainly not in- ■ 
aptly raised. Many of the boats that enter have no 
earthly or watery chance of being first past the post; 
still they tend to the general beauty of the scene, and 
as the water at Saratoga is wide enough to admit of 
them all together, it would be invidious either to make j 
distinctions or keep back some from paging their 
strength with others. Fouling and colliding should not 
occur on 80 well arranged a course as that at Saratoga, 
and there can be no practical difficulty in buoying out 
the various courses. The starling can be easily man¬ 
aged Let each be moored stem-on to one of the row 

of buoys to be cut or cast adrift at the firing of the 
starting gun, which should be so fired as not to burry 
or startle any of the competitors. As for the finish 
there could be no difficulty In these scientific days of 
making certain fragile barriers between buoys, and con¬ 
necting by electricity or mere drop weight mechanism 
with Utile self hoisting flags, which would instantly de¬ 
note the passage of the winning line. If Harvard and

We admire his humane 
feelings, but deprecate his lack of judgment regarding 
sporting matters. He regards pigeon shooting as cruel 
and ungcntlemanly, and is using all his influence to 
have the strong arm of the law jiut a stop to It. 
Against fox hunting he is quite savage, but as to bear 
hunting we have seen no expression of his, although he 
may entertain the same opinion of that. We don’t 
think bruin would be inclined to reciprocate his tender 
mercies if he got a good grip on him in the wild for¬ 
ests. One such hugging would be sufficiet to bring him 
to his senses. 

This gentleman has recently taken on himself the 
responsibility of addressing a letter to Mr. Thomas F. 
Kenney, President of the New Jersey Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, ctilling his altcn- 
j tion to the indulgence in fox hunting, which some 
I gentlemen of that Stale have been participating in 
I lately. He characterizes this kind of sport as an ”im- 
j puUent nod aggressive relief la. indolence,” and hav- 
' ing its origin among the feeble-minded aristocracy of 
I England, who take this method of airing their per¬ 
fumed bodies once a year under the pica of taking ex¬ 
ercise. This will do very well for Mr. Bergh to say, as 
he is credited with having a very vivid imaginulion, 
and little or no disregard for making statements not 
1 founded strictly on facts. Until he learns that all the 
r virtue and goodness of this world are not wrapped up 
! in his mortal frame, we cannot hope to receive other 
i than slurs at his hand. Perhaps if he were to attend 
r a series of Moody and Sankey meetings he might gel a 
) little of the conceit taken out of him, but it is very 
1 doubtful. We fear that he is too old to profit by good 
r advice, and therefore have very little hope that he will 
E ever mend his ways.

have no tangible excuse to offer for not allowing the 
rac^To take place on the first fair day after the first 
postponement. This was the most important racing 
event of the year, and was looked forward to with In¬ 
tense Interest by people living in every section of the 
country. The large purees offered and the character of 
the horses entered, gave it an impetus not generally 
witnessed in this country. The money which had been 
wagered on the result was enormous, and as all hots are 
declared off, many persons are happier than they ] 
would have been had the race taken place.
